MN HE Moſt Chriſtian King having had all a 
| long, during the Courſe of this War, 2 
ſincere deſire of procuring the Repoſe of 1taly, 


and God having inſpired his Royal Highneſs of | 


Savoy with the ſame Sentiments, His Majeſty, 
on his part, has given his full Power, Commil- 


lion, and Command to Reve, Lord of Froullai, 


Count of Teſſe, Knight of His Majeſties Orders, 


Lieutenant General of his Armies, Colonel Ge- | 


neral 
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- geral of the Dragoons of France, Governor of 


Tpres, Lieutenant General for the King in the 
Provinces of Maine and Perche, and at this time 
Commander for His Majeſty in the Countries and 
Places of. the Frontier of Piedmont, and his Royal 
Highneſs on his part having, likewiſe given his 
Powers and Commands to Charles Yittor Joſeph 
Marquis of St. Thomas, Miniſter and firſt Secre- 
tary of State to his ſaid Royal Highneſs, the ſaid 
Plenipotentiaries having firſt interchanged the 
Originals of their full Powers, by Virtue of which 
they treat, have agreed upon the following Artt- 
cles.

Tg Here ſhall be henceforward and for ever, 

a conſtant, firm and ſincere Peace, be- 
tween the King and his Kingdom ; and his Royal 
Highneſs the Duke of Savoy and his Dominions, 
as if there had never been any Rupture ; and the 
King reſuming the ſame kind Thoughts he had 
before for his ſaid Royal Highneſs, as he begs it

to debar of part of the ſaid Eſtates, thoſe to whom 
they belong.
